DIR І have the honor to submit herewith my report as Ad- 
jutant General of New Mexico for the past two years 


EFFECTIVE STRENGTH OF THE MILITIA 


_According to my returns this day made to the Adjutant 
General of the army, at Washington, it consists of nineteen 
(19) staff officers, three of whom can,be dropped on account 
of non-residence, one (1) regiment of infantry with twenty- 
two (22) commissioned officers, two (2) non-commissioned staff 
officers, sixteen (16) musicians, one hundred and ten (110) 
non-commissioned officers and privates, total, one hundred and 
fifty (150), one battalion of cavalry, consisting of twenty-one 
(21) commissioned officers, one (1) musician, two hundred and 
thirty-one (231) non-commissioned officers and privates, one 
(1) artillery squad, consisting of one (1) commissioned officer 
and ten (10) non-commissioned officers and privates, making a 
total effective force of four hundred and thirty-three (433) mem- 
bers This force is made up of four (4) companies of infan- 
try, five (5) troops of cavalry and the artillery squad. Of the 
infantry companies two (2) can be enumerated as in good con- 
dition and two (2) fair only -Of the cavalry troops three (3) 
are in good condition, and two (2) 1n a weaker condition. The 
artillery squad is in & good condition. 

In my last biennial report made December 31, 1894, I re- 
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ported the effective strength of New Mexico at foar hundred 
and one (101) enrolled members. Since that time the com- 
pany at Taoshas been disbanded and new troops of cavalry have 
been organized at Santa Fe and Gallup. The former has been 
equipped as fully as possible with uniforms, arms and equip- 
ments, while the latter has been but partially equipped It is 
to be hoped that from the next appropriation from the United 
States some of the companies or troops in the Territory may be 
better equipped than they now are

REPORTS, RETURNS, RECORDS AND CORRESPONDENCE 


All reports due to the War Department and Adjutant Gen- 
eral's office, for the past two years have been promptly forward- 
ed, and 1n accordance with instructions from the latter office, 
copies ın triphcate of all orders, circulars and other papers af- 
fecting the Militia have been sent to the Adjutant General, and 
copies to all officers entitled to receive them. Returns of prop- 
erty received from the United States, under the act of Congress 
of February 12, 1887, amending Section 1661, Hevised Stat- 
utes, have been duly forwarded to the Chief of Ordnance, and 
the Quartermaster General; those for 1895 being found coriect 
were sent to the Treasury Department for final settlement. 


Since my last report 458 cases have been investigated and 
in 350 cases, certificates from the muster rolls on file have been 
issued to deserving soldiers. The correspondence during this 
time covers nearly 1,800 pages in my letter book of closely 
written matter In this connection I desire to call your atten- 
tion to the fact that the present appropriation by the Territory 
1s entirely madequate for the clerical labor required in this of- 
fice. Exhibit C shows the financial condition of the Militia 
There is also a balance due from the United States for supplies 
to be furnished of S175. 


Exhibit B attached hereto gives the name, company and 
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regiment, and date of dischaige of 641 soldiers who have served 
in the army of the United States, or have been discharged in 
New Mexico at different dates These discharges or the certi- 
fied copies thereof, belong to the soldiers named or to their le- 
gal 1epresentatives, and can be obtained upon proper identifi- 
cation at my office Seventy-eight additional discharges have 
been returned to their owners In many cases they will be of 
great value either for the purpose of obtaining pensions or 
back pay or otherwise as vouchers for honorable service. Dur- 
ing the past year 43 discharges have been received from Hon. 
J. Felippe Hubbell of Pajarito. N M , and in May, 1896, Hon. 
Fernando Nolan turned over to the office, 353 discharges, 18 
original muster rolls, containing the names of 1,628 officers aud 
men who served during the war of the rebellion in New Mex- 
ico, together with 16 muster rolls, which are in part da- 
plicates of those already on file in this office These have 
been the accummulation of years on the part of Mr NolanandI 
respectfully suggest that in view of the fact that he has been 
at large expense in making this collection he should be duly 
recompensed therefor by the Territory 


THE OFFICIAL RECORDS OF THE UNION AND CONFEDERATE ARMTES, 
WAR OF THE REBELLION 


I have in my possession 98 volumes of these valuable books, 
together with 36 large atlases accompanying them. They 
were loaned to this office by Hou. William Breeden, who now 
desires to dispose of them at the very reasonable price of $4 
per volume. They are of inestimable value and should become 
a portion of the library belonging to this office, as many are 
out of print and cannot be replaced except at great expense. 
The books ranging from 700 to 1.400 pages each will become 
more and more valuable each year, and are almost daily re- 
ferred to by veterans upon “both sides.” І recommended that 
‘the incoming legislature should make a reasonable appropria- 
tion and thus secure this collection. There are also on file in 
my office and now the property of the Territory many valuable 
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1ecords of the different states, which with those just mentioned 
are at all reasonable hours ready for reference. 


MILITIA LAWS. 

On this subject I desire to renew my recommendations 
made in my last biennial report, and call your attention to the 
fact that we have, in effect, no militia law. Title 25, chapter 
1, of the Compiled Laws of 1884 is all the law in force in rela- 
tion fo the militia of this Territory, and that provides that all 
volunteers called out, *shall be subject to the rules and 
regulations established for the government of the army of the 
United States." (Sec. 1554, C. L 1884.) Such volunteers, 
nof exceeding 1,000. are so called out by the Governor, 
"whenever in his opinion the public necessities shall require 
it’ * * æ “for the protection of the lives and property of 
the citizens of this Territory." (Sec. 1552, C. L 1884.) 
Hence it follows that “the rules and regulatiors established for 
the government of the army of the United States," are only 
applicable in the event of active duty of such volunteers; but 
we have no law applicable to independent military companies 
in time of peace, or, for that matter, in time of war, riot or in- 
surrection. For this reason the officers of our several militia 
organizations are powerless to enforce discipline in cases of 
necessity. This Territory has thus far made no sufficient ap- 
propriation for the support of her militia, and while it is ex- 
pected the different organizations and members thereof, will 
obey all orders of yourself as commander-in-chief, to the extent 
of giving up their lives if required, still the different com- 
panies have had to pay out of the pockets of the members all 
expenses, such as armory rent, fuel, lighting, janitor, trans- 
portation and even freight charges for transportation of ord- 
nance and ordnance stores, clothing and camp equipage. 
With aview of bringing this matter thoroughly and intelli- 
gently before the next legislature a bill has been prepared and _ 
will be duly submitted, to which I desire to call your earnest 


attention, with the request that you wil make a favorable 
recommendation thereon.

Requisitions have been drawn for the 46th fiscal year and 
have been paid by the Territorial Auditor or filed with that of- 
ficial for payment, amounting to the aggregate sum of $581.25, 
and which were for expenditures to pay actual and necessary 
expenses incurred by the Territory under the laws in reference 
to the militia The amount appropriated for such purpose was 
the sum of $500, and the deficiency for said fiscal year is 
931 25. 

For the 47th fiscal year the aggregate amount incurred for 
lıke purposes, as above stated, under 46th fiscal year, was the 
sum of $556.05, upon requisitions drawn by the Governor 
and paid or on file for payment by the Territorial Auditor. The | 
amount appropriated for such purpose for the 47th fiscal year 
was $500, leaving a deficiency o£ $56.05, making, together, for 
the 46th and 47th fiscal years, a deficiency of $87.30 over and 
above the amount so appropriated for such two fiscal years, 
which 1s included in the requisitions for payment, on file with 
the Territorial Auditor, but not paid. The appropriations for 
the two fiscal years mentioned have thus been all used, but all 
the requisitions against the same have not been paid for lack of 
funds in the Territorial treasury, and there is no appropriation 
wherefrom the above deficiency of $87.30 can be paid. 

There will be due at the end of the 47th fiscal year the fur- 
ther sum of $182, for clerk hire at $1 per day, exclusive of 
Sundays, from July 31, 1896; for janitor, fuel, light of Ad- 
jutant-General’s office and telephone rent, for the same period, 
the further sum of $38.75; for armory reut for one year, $75; 
{от salary of Territorial Armorer, for three months, ending 
February 28, 1897, and extra labor, $20, and for extra clerical 
assistance, rm preparing returns to War Department and report 
of the Adjutant General, $25, making a total deficiency of 
$428.05, which will exist at the end of the present 47th fiscal 
year. ' 


In explanation of this deficiency Y have to state that the re-

nae _ 
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ferred to appropriation of $500, for each lof {ће fiscal years 
mentioned was wholly inadequate, to properly conduct the mili- 
tia department of the Territory, for the reason that the busi- 
ness of the Adjutant-General’s office has increased fully twice 
as much to what it was for the 44th and 45th fiscal years. The 
cause of this increase of business was on account of a large num- 
ber of old muster rolls and discharges having been turned over 
to the Adjutant-General’s office, resulting in constant applica- 
tions by old soldiers for certificates of their service in order to 
procure pensions to which they were justly entitlel, but were 
delayed from getting, because of the absence of such muster 
rolls and discharges in the Adjutant-Generals office, and, dur- 
ing the 46th and 47th fiscal years many more muster rolls 
were turned over, which will increase the work of the Adjutant- 
General. Because of these numerous applications I found it 
necessary to hire clerical help and I find that the person so 
employed, (who is a thoroughly competent clerk), is constantly 
engaged in such labor. I have been as economical as it was 
possible to be in the conduct of my office and have/given all 
required personal attention to the duties thereof, and I respect- 
fully submit it would be but just that an appropriation be rec- 
ommended by Your Excellency and provided for by the Legis- 
lative Assembly to pay such deficiency of $428.05, and also ad- 
equate appropriations for the 48th and 49th fiscal years
